F. J. Harquail, president of Coleman Col¬ 
lieries Limited, stated that the Collieries is 
planning an extensive coal expansion pro¬ 
gram to supply Japanese coal markets. 


Coking coal from the Coleman 
reserves has proven very satis¬ 
factory to Japanese steel mills, 
and demand for more has prompt¬ 
ed the Collieries to expand their 
holdings and they have acquired 
additional coal lands in the Race 
Horse and Dutch Creek areas, 
north of the company’s present 
Vioary Creek mine, which is 12 
miles north of Coleman. 

Early this spring the company 
acquired the services of a prom¬ 
inent American geologist, Dr. V 
Johnson, who has been working 
full time conducting drilling and 
prospecting ventures on the Col¬ 
lieries coal lands. 

Prospecting has disclosed that 
the company has in excess of 50 
million tons of reserve coking coal 
ready for a development program. 

Mr. Harquail stated that Cole¬ 


man Collieries is planning con¬ 
struction of a new coal cleaning 
plant which could be located either 
at the mouth of the present Vi- 
cary Creek mine or on the Dutch 
Creek or Race Horse Creek de¬ 
velopments Cost of the plant and 
other equipment would be ap¬ 
proximately $8 million. 

Construction of the new plant 
would result in the building of a 
rail spur line to tie in with the 
present Canadian Pacific Railway, 
possrb'y a t Cowley or another site. 

Mr. Harquail said Coleman Col¬ 
lieries were very interested in the 
possibility of a rail line being built 
frond Eureka, Mont., to Michel, 
B. € , to tie in with the Great 
Northern Railway with a view to 
obtaining a more realistic freight 
rate for coal shipments to the 
west coast.

Making Fun Of Fowler 

It is possible that Canadian politics may 
again have some fun with Mr. Fowler, the 
pulp and paper executive who habitually 
heads commissions on Canadian broadcast¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Fowler gets appointed by Liberal gov¬ 
ernments, but when he devises bureaucracies 
to run broadcasting, the Liberals aren't al¬ 
ways on hand to choose the bureaucrats! 

Mr. Fowler first recommended the Board 
of Broadcast Governors. But the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment that had appointed him got tossed 
out of power. So Mr. Diefenbaker and his 
cabinet selected the BBG. It was a good body 
and though it clashed both with CBC and the 
Private Broadcasters a few times, it was fair 
to both, and there was a big improvement 
over the old regime where there was a single 
authority. 

But lo, Diefenbaker lost power, and the 
Liberals couldn't tolerate a BBG on which Tor¬ 
ies were sitting. So they again turned to Mr. 
FoWler, and appointed him to make still an¬ 
other study. He studied, and decided he'd 
done wrong and that his BBG wouldn't work. 

Conveniently, he came up with a new 
Board, to be called the CBA, and it would 
have even more power, and no doubt Liberals 
would sit on it. Politics is some game! 

But now there's an election, and it could 
be that Mr. Fowler's new invention will also 
be taken over by the hated Tories. If Mr. 
Fowler has to do this whole thing over again 
in a few years, it will be interesting to see 
what kind of a Board he comes up with then. 

Not so amusing is the fact that Mr. Fow¬ 
ler was right the first time. The BBG, which 
he recommended, did good work, and broad¬ 
casting mpde a little more headway than it 
had done in the years before. The BBG clash¬ 
ed on a few occasions with private broadcast¬ 
ers and with the CBC, but was fair to both. If 
there must be a Board at all, the BBG was 
the proper kind. It seems a shame to get rid 
of it for what appears to be largely political 
reasons!

We 
did have many years ago when it started." 
The writer recalled the days when Mr. Cold- 
well sneered at reformers as merely putting 
salve on sores. But now Mr. Coldwell is a re¬ 
former himself, along with the present lead¬ 
er of the party, and they have abandoned 
socialism. 

The letter writer goes on to say, bitterly, 
of leaders, that "They are only human and 
have weaknesses, they become comfortable 
and like applause and esteem (from, often, 
quite ignorant people) and gradually forget 
all their high ideals and go in for reform and 
do not like to disturb the placid waters of the 
status quo."

On the other hand, I rejoice that they have 
apparently departed from it. I wish they would 
turn completely towards freedom and re¬ 
nounce compulsion as a way of life. 

Fear and want cannot be banished except 
by responsible individual human beings meet¬ 
ing and solving the problems of their environ¬ 
ment, and then acting with charity toward 
those unable to do so. Set men free, and in 
a voluntary society charity would have a real 
chance to blossom.

Mr. MacDonald, native of Bruce 
County in Ontario, one-time news 
writer, and widely known and act¬ 
ive in business and financial cir¬ 
cles in Canada and the United 
States, is vice-president and dep¬ 
uty general manager of Industrial 
Acceptance Oorpn.

If our highway manners re¬ 
flect courtesy they will remember 
us in this way.” 

Referring to the effectiveness 
of licence suspension as a deter¬ 
rent, Mr. MacDonald said, “What 
better deterrent to a dub mem¬ 
ber than that his dub privileges 
be cancelled if he proves an un¬ 
desirable member? So on the high¬ 
way, if a driver persists in of¬ 
fending, why not rule him off the 
road?”

Dear Sir: 

The OPR increased the freight 
rate on coal 15c per ton from the 
Crows Nest Pass to Port Moody 
on ooal shipments to Japan. The 
purpose of this letter is two-fold: 

1. A request to have this freight 
increase cancelled. 

2. A request for the OPR to mod¬ 
ernize its methods of trans¬ 
porting ooal so as to reduce 
freight rate charges and im¬ 
prove service. 

The obsolete methods now used 
by the OPR are appalling, causing 
annoying delays and inefficient op¬ 
eration. Modernization would in¬ 
clude unit trains designed to han¬ 
dle coal only, quickly and cheaply 
and would commute solely between 
the mines in the Crows Nest Pass 
and Port Moody. Such methods 
brought into being by the United 
States railroads under competition 


lowered freight rates by one-third. 
This is what we want to see the 
CPR do for the Crows Nest Pass 
and the coal industry. 

When the Diefenbaker govern¬ 
ment at my request initiated (Ms 
project of coal shipments to Japan, 
it was expected by everyone con¬ 
cerned that handling charges 
would be reduced as volume ship¬ 
ments increased. Instead, the OPR 
not satisfied with $5.13 per ton, 
approximately $4 million worth of 
business from coal shipments to 
Japan, has failed to modernize, 
and has used its monopoly posi¬ 
tion to raise rates by 15c per ton, 
in defiance of all requests and in 
the midst of an election. This is 
now a political issue of the first 
magnitude. Freight rates are ba¬ 
sic to the economy of the Crows 
Nest Pass. 

The committee on Railways and 
Canals of the House of Commons, 
of which I am a member, has 
been grappling with railroad prob¬ 
lems and perhaps this problem 
should be dropped into this com¬ 
mittee’s lap unless more direct 
methods are successful.
